MILITIA MOVEMENT IDEAS SEEP 
INTO THE MAINSTREAM 


According to The Christian Science 
Monitor (who supplied the title of this article) 
that seems to be die current trend. Although we 
disagree with the Monitor's premise (which is 
based on the activities of certain white 
supremacist groups around the country, .that 
have nothing to do with the Militia Movement) 
the article does offer some encouraging news. 
Quoting Chip Berlet, a specialist in "right-wing 
extremist groups" of political Research 
Associates in Cambridge, Mass., "The militia 
movement is mainstreaming itself. It’s 
moving into a serious long-term presence. If 
you don ’t see the individual events and don ’t 
see the pattern , then you 1 re missing the story. 
Militia-type thinking is working its way into 
general thought and culture ’’ 

Citmg the Militia Movement's influence on 
the American mainstream, the Monitor reported 
"Conspiracy thinking, anti-government 
beliefs, and ’millennialist 

expectations'— foundations of militia 

philosophy— are now being raised and 
discussed everywhere from Pat Robertson's 
700 Club television program to lawsuits 
pushing 'county supremacy ’ in the rural West 
to such popular TV shows as 1 Millennium ' 
and similar shows. 

" The 700 Club , for example, has 
discussed how the redesigned US currency 
might be a secret way of having the 'mark of 
the beast' displayed. Conspiracies about 
shadowy federal government organizations 
are standard fare for the 'The X-Files' and 
similar programs. " 

Even the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith (ADL) admits to the influence the Militia 
Movement is having in America: "...an 

intensified suspicion and hostility toward 


government among the general population... a 
troubling aspect of which is the rhetorical 
support that extremists have received from 
the mainstream. In little more than two years, 
militias have come to outnumber the 
membership of the KKK, the neo-Nazis, the 
racist skinheads, and other hate groups 
combined. " {Yes! Yes? --Ed.] 

This influence may even be taking hold in 
Washington. D C as well. According to an 
Associated Press release out of London, (Feb. 8, 
1997) U.N. Secretary General Kofi Annan, in 
an interview broadcast on BBC Worldwide 
Television, ... "had to reassure some members 
of the U.S. Congress that they need not fear a 
U.N. takeover of the United States. Some of 
them were very concerned that the U.N. is a 
threat to U.S. sovereignty , that we’re going to 
come in and tax U.S. citizens. " 

Closing Note: A telling comment was made 
by Mark Pitcavage, who is described in the 
Monitor article as "an expert on the history' of 
militias in America" who "works with a Justice 
Department program training state and local 
law-enforcement officials about domestic 
terrorism He said, after citing arrests of 
militiamen around the country, "If I had to 
characterize it [the Militia Movement] right 
now, I’d say we’re in the ’Empire Strikes 
Back ’ phase There have been a number of 
successful arrests, prosecutions, and people 
pleading guilty. A lot of things are starting to 
click. " 

If there is a "Best Analogy of the Year 
Award" Mr. Pitcavage wins hands down. Mr. 
Pitcavage's is comparing the federal 
government , —in its endeavor to stem the tide 
of the growing Militia Movement— to the 
" Empire ” portrayed in the Star Wars trilogy !!! 


Star Wars is, after all, a story of an 
inter-galatic militia movement struggling 
against an evil goverment; to equate the federal 
government with the "Empire" of Star Wars is 
tantamount to equating it with The Third Reich 
for all its infamy. 

Correct me if I’m wrong, Mr. Pitcavage, but 
if memory serves me right, the "Empire" you're 
referring to was totally evil-ruled by an evil 
Emperor— wasn't it? Based on your analogy, if 
the federal government best represents the 
"Empire", it stands to reason that President 
Clinton best portrays that evil Emperor. Wasn't 
the "Empire" opposed by "militia-types" who 
wanted to live free from the Emperor’s 
dictatorial rule? That Emperor did, after all, 
travel the universe trying to " Strike Back" at the 
Militia Movement that opposed him. 

Again, Mr. Pitcavage, using your analogy 7 , 
militia members in America today would best 
be represented by Han Solo, Luke Skywalker, 
Cnewbacca, Princess Leia, Obe Wan Canobe, 
Yoda, R2-D2, C3PO and Lando Calnssian. 
Your portrayal will »iot get much of an 
argument from militia members, because you 
have, inadvertently, paid the Militia Movement 
one of the highest compliments to date (and 
remember, fellow 7 patriots, Mr. Pitcavage is "an 
expert on the history of militias in America ") 

However, what he failed to take into 
account is the third "phase” of the Star Wars 
trilogy: i.e.. The Return of the Jedi when a 
motley, rag-tag, ill-equipped, poorly trained, 
more zealous than wise, vastly outnumbered and 
often arguing amongst themselves militia group 
defeats the dictatorial, overbearing, freedom 
grabbing, power hungry, power loving, 
technologically superior, truce-breaking evil 
Empir t—and its Emperor. (Thanks to the last 
minute conversion of Darth Vader from the 
"dark side" to the Militia Movement!) 

What NJM proposes is a "Darth Vader of 
the Year Award." This award will be given to 


state and federal officials who turn from "the 
dark side" and join the Militia Movement. 

RECENT SURGE IN MILITIA 
ACTIVITY 

"I have been receiving a surge in inquires 
about activating the militia from people all 
across the country , and indications that the 
militia movement is experiencing a new burst 
of growth " reports Jon Roland of the Texas 
Militia. He attributes the surge of interest to: 

(1) Revelations of government 
foreknowledge of the Oklahoma City bombmg. 

(2) Revelations of government involvement 
in the smuggling of narcotics. 

(3) A backlash agamst the disinformation 
campaign directed toward the militia and 
constitutional movements. 

(4) The rather crude and obvious setups and 
prosecutions of dissidents m Arizona, Georgia, 
Washington State, and elsewhere which is 
reminding people of similar efforts against 
dissidents in the past. 

(5) The growth of Internet and exposure of 
increasing numbers of people to information 
previously unavailable to them. 

Roland's report corresponds with an article 
that appeared in the Los Angeles Times April 
18, 1996, titled 'Militias: Ranks are Swelling' by 
Richard Serrano. Serrano reported that a recent 
poll revealed that 20% of Americans considered 
that "...the activities of the federal government 
[are] a major threat" to the constitutional 
rights of average citizens. The article revealed 
that 13% of the American people were 
"somewhat sympathetic" towards the militia 
Movement before the Oklahoma City bombmg 
and rose to 16% after the bombing. Hard core 
support, i.e., "very supportive" remained 
unchanged at 3%. These percentages are about 
the same as die Revolutionary War period. 

"MILITIAS AIM TO SHED 
THEIR KKK IMAGE” 

"In a bizarre turn of events, the patriot 
militia movement in the United States has 
launched a campaign to hunt down neo-Nazis 
and bring them to justice for alleged acts of 
terrorism," reports Ambrose Evans -Pritchard, 
in The London Sunday Telegraph , Jan. 26, 
1997, in an article headlined as above. 

Many militia groups around the country are 
fed up with being stereotyped with Skin Heads, 
neo-Nazis and White Supremacist groups. 
"Imagine what it felt like to be a militia guy 
when everybody started saying the militia 
blew up that building in Oklahoma ," said 
Mike Vanderboegh, member of the Alabama 
Militia. " We've got to dispel this idea that 


we're terrorists, or that we're the Kv. Klux 
Klan reborn, " he said. 

This new approach by militias around the 
country has befuddled the ADL. They’ve been 
forced to "down-grade the militia threat and 
is careful not io lump together libertarian 
activists and the Ku Klux Klan, " the 
Telegraph reported. 

The Telegraph article showed a photograph 
of an "UNWANTED BY THE FBI" poster 
being stapled on a telephone pole by 
Pennsylvania militiamen. The poster showed a 
drawling of ’John Doe If the subject of a 
nation-wide manhunt after the Oklahoma City 
bombing, and a photograph of Michael Brescia, 
a neo-nazi resident of Philadelphia. Brescia, the 
poster claims, is none other than 'John Doe 
II' -there is a striking resemblance. 

The Telegraph reported, "The problem is 
font a large number of witnesses saw another 
man with McVeigh on the morning of the 
crime in Oklahoma City , and at critical times 
before that in Junction City , Kansas, and 
Tulsa. [Phone records show that McVeigh tried 
to contact Brescia 12 days before the bombmg.] 
Several have identified one man as Michael 
Brescia, a neo-Nazi with ties to a 
paramilitary cell called the Aryan Republican 
Army that has boasted of its plan to kill Jews 
and deport blacks. 

"The militia believe that Brescia is being 
shielded from prosecution , possibly because 
he knows things about the bombing that 
could cause embarrassment— for example, 
whether or not the conspiracy was penetrated 
by an informant. A documentary on ABC 
television's 20/20 last week brought forward 
compelling evidence that the government had 
advance knowledge of the bombing. 

"The team [of militiamen] darted from 
one telegraph post to another fixing posters 
of Michael Brescia outside his house, at his 
family's church, and at the University of La 
Salle, where he is finishing a degree in 
finance " 

In a related story by the Associated Press 
(1/30/97) Brescia was arrested in connection 
with bank robberies in the Midwest-shortly 
after the militia posted their flyers in the 
Philadelphia area. 

The Telegraph article concluded on a high 
note. "It is now clear that the militias are a 
civic network of Americans with a high 
degree of political awareness , resisting the 
apathy and lassitude of an atomized, 
television society. One day, perhaps, 
historians will come to regard some of them 
as better people than their critics. " 


AN AMERICAN 'BRAVEHEART 

"The only way those Ten Commandments 
and prayer would be stripped from that 
courtroom is with the force of arms. " 

So said Alabama Governor Fob James in 
response to an attempt by the ACLU to remove 
the Ten Commandments from an Alabama 
courtroom. 

It seems that Judge Roy Moore starts his 
court session everyday with prayer while a 
hand-carved plaque of the Ten Commandments 
hangs on the wail. 

The ACLU got a court ruling against Moore 
stating he can no longer start court with 
prayer-Moore appealed to the Alabama 
Supreme Court. Moore said he'll continue the 
prayers despite the ruling. 

Later, speaking to reporters. Gov. James 
said, "I would use my office to the maximum 
to demonstrate total resistance to that. .it 
might include saying. 'We area 't going to do 
it and the only way you are going to do it, is 
to run over the State Troopers and National 
Guard . r If the President nationalizes the 
national guard, that would be it " 

Michael Hill, speaking for Hie Southern 
League of Alabama, sent out the following 
notice: 

"As you may know by now, Alabama 
Forrest Hood (Fob) James has promised to call 
out the Alabama National Guard and State 
Troopers to prevent the arrest of State Judge 
Roy Moore of Etowah County. Judge Moore 
today was ordered by state judge Price of 
Montgomery to take down the Ten 
Commandments from the wall of his courtroom 
within ten days; Judge Moore says he will not 
do so under any circumstances. Thus the stage 
is set for a constitutional crisis. 

Though Judge Price is a state, rather than a 
federal, judge, it is possible that the Federal 
government will intervene in this state matter if 
Governor James uses force to protect Judge 
Moore from being arrested under a warrant 
issued for contempt of court. 

Though it is not clear at this point how this 
crisis will manifest itself, this is a matter for us 
to closely monitor. The Southern League of 
Alabama will stand by Governor James and will 
act in accordance with his orders to protect the 
sovereignty and integrity of the state 
motto— Audemus jura nostra defendere ("We 
dare defend our rights") 

Please pray to God that Governor James 
and the citizens of Alabama will do their duty.

MILITARY GEARING UP FOR 
SHOWDOWN WITH MILITIAS 

According to a report by Media Bypass , 
(Feb. 1997) that may be the case. Not all 
members of our military are ’gung-ho' about the 
idea of using force of arms against other 
Americans and have been telling various patriot 
groups about how they’re being indoctrinated by 
die military. 

Media Bypass reported that "In Ft. 
Jackson , South Carolina, soldiers in basic 
training are being told that they may be used 
to fight domestic violence and terrorism 
perpetrated by the militias. Citizens who 
defend the Second Amendment are referred to 
as "crazy good OV Boys". Those citizens who 
own multiple guns are referred to as " people 
stockpiling weapons " and are said to be "a 
threat to the government . " 

Similar reports are coming out of Ft. Sam 
Houston, Texas. 

In response to these reports, Carl Worden, 
Liaison & Intelligence Officer, Southern Oregon 
Militia, said, "We don f t have a military base 
here in Southern Oregon , but we do have a 
National Guard unit. We are currently 
contacting National Guard members and 
letting them know— in no uncertain 
term*— that if they obey orders that violate the 
Constitution , the Bill of Rights or Posse 
Comitatus laws, that they will be met with 
lethal force. Further, any U.S. military 
personnel identified as participating in such 
an illegal act will be targeted — both 
themselves and their families — for as long as 
they live and no matter how long the conflict 
is settled. 

"We shouldn't have to do this, because 
our military men and women should be 
defiant in their refusal to participate in such 
a heinous act — but we are cognizant of 
reality and we know, based upon polls taken , 
that about 25% of current military personnel 
would follow ANY orders given them. We do 
not have the military of 40 years ago. 

"Let them know we will back them 100% 
if they obey the law, and that we will haunt 
them — and their families eternally — if they 
break the law. They need to be far more 
fearful of us than anything the military might 
do if they disobey such orders. They also need 
to know we are aware they are being 
indoctrinated " 

UNITED STATES CODE 
TITLE 50- WAR AND NATIONAL 
DEFENSE 

CHAPTER 32-CHEMICAL AND 
BIOLOGICAL WARFARE PROGRAM 

B1520. Use of human subjects for testing of 
chemical or biological agents by Department of 
Defense; Constitutional committees with 
respect to experiments and studies; notification 
of local civilian officials. 


(a) Not later than thirty days after final 
approval within the Department of Defense of 
plans for any experiment or study to be 
conducted by the Department of Defense, 
whether directly or under contract, involving the 
use of human subjects for the testing of 
chemical or biological agents, the Secretary of 
Defense shall supply the Committees on Armed 
Services of the Senate and House of 
Representatives with a full accounting of such 
plans for such experiment or study, and such 
experiment or study may then be conducted only 
after the expiration of the thirty-day period 
beginning on the date such accounting is 
received by such committees. 

(b) (1) The Secretary of Defense may not 
conduct any test or experiment involving the use 
of any chemical or biological agent on civilian 
populations unless local civilian officials in the 
area in which the test or experiment is to be 
conducted are notified in advance of such test or 
experiment, and such test or experiment may 
then be conducted only after the expiration of 
the thirty-day period beginning on the date of 
such notification. 

(2) Paragraph (1) shall apply to tests and 
experiments conducted by Department of 
Defense personal and tests and experiments 
conducted on behalf of the Department of 
Defense by contractors. 

[Note: If the Department of Defense wants 
to test chemical or biological agents-let them 
do it in Washington, D.C. —Ed] 


MILITIAMAN CLEARED OF 
HARASSMENT CHARGES

"Two Mercer County judges have quietly 
dropped harassment charges they filed 
against a Trenton firefighter with ties to 
militia groups last July after he sent letters 


they termed ’ alarming ' and ' annoying ', 
reports 77 ie Trentonian. 

The trouble started over a child-custody 
case involving judge McManimon who 
permitted the fireman's ex-wife to take then- 
three children to Florida. When Mr. Figueroa 
appeared before McManimon he began to argue 
that the judge had over-stepped his 
authority-bailiffs quickly tossed him out of the 
courtroom. 

Figueroa responded by writing a letter to 
Carchman, the county’s assignment judge 
calling for McManimon's impeachment, 
accusing him of "legal violence" and "At what 
point may this violence be met with necessary 
force?" The Trentonian reported that Figeroa 
"was hit with a little-used harassment charge 
that judges can file if someone's comments or 
correspondence strike them as ' alarming ' or 
'annoying'. " [Note: Judges always find militia 
members "annoying" .-Ed] Figueroa was 
arrested on harassment charges and released on 
$500 bail. On July 8th when he appeared 
before municipal judge Blackbum-using a tape 
recorder-the judge ordered him to turn it off. 
When Figueroa protested, judge Blackburn 
responded, "Just arrest that man, please " 
"It's a county jurisdiction— I'm challenging 
[the illegal municipal] jurisdiction , " 
Figueroa said as they dragged him off to jail for 
15 days. 

Figueroa said he expects the pending 
contempt case to be tried in Middlesex County.

NJM Appeals to Sheriffs 

Good-day, Sheriff 

Would y ou please take a few moments from 
your daily schedule to review this our letter 
which has been dispatched to all 21 counties. It 
is with respect and candidness that we will 
convey our thoughts concerning the demise of 
our Republic to you through this 
correspondence. 

It is our hope that y ou, the Sheriff-the only' 
elected law officer in the county, the only one 
directly accountable to the people-that you will 
uphold our constitutions and Bill of Rights. , By 
doing so you would protect the people from 
unlawful acts and warrants issued by federal 
state, local and even international bodies, and 
will not permit their agents from overstepping 
their lawful jurisdiction. 

It has been said that to know or to judge the 
future one must know and understand history. 
Lord Acton stated, "Power tends to corrupt, and 
absolute power corrupts absolutely." The 
founders of the Republic knew this all too well 
(Constitution, Art. 4, Sec. 4): therefore they 
erected a system that not only limited the 


powers of government, but restricted those 
powers as well. In addition to the restriction 
upon government, our Constitution, the 
founders added a safeguard, the Bill of Rights, 
whose ten amendments are in perfect harmony 
with Jefferson's Unanimous Declaration, which 
demonstrated the laws of nature and the reason 
for establishing government. The very concept 
of individual rights was also carried over to the 
constitution of each of the several states. Our 
state, the State of New Jersey, was no 
exception; Article 1, Section 1 clearly 
promulgates the concept that the individual is 
sovereign. To sum up this idea, individuals 
came together collectively to form a pact to 
protect their individuality. This pact 
(government) was and is only allowed to do 
what an individual can morally and lawfully do. 
Thus a wonderful foundation was laid, upon 
which the people could in their own way find 
tranquillity and happiness. 

Time, in itself, does indeed dictate that 
freedom has always been short-lived, always, no 
exceptions! This is due to many different 
factors; however only three in passing will be 
mentioned: 

a. Individuals or groups who desire to get 
that which belongs to others, including power 
and control 

b. Complacency 

c. Plenty, for "Material abundance without 
character is the surest way to 
destruction. "-Thomas Jefferson It should be 
mentioned that all three complement each other 
and have entered into modem day America. 

America is no longer a nation that prides 
herself on individual liberty, but rather, she has 
become a purely socialist nation. Hence, under 
socialism, the accountability’ of the public 
servant is removed, and more and more rules 
and regulations are introduced which violate the 
nature of liberty. With the passing of time, as 
we have witnessed in this century, the system 
becomes more brazen, arrogant, and ruthless. 
As the great French statesman Frederic Bastiat 
observed, under such conditions the law 
becomes perverted. As we have seen, the 
concentration of power in a central government 
(Federal) has destroyed the "We the People" of 
our Constitution’s Preamble, as control of 
government is removed from the greatest check 
at the most important level, the local, and from 
the people themselves. 

Due to the deliberate and well planned 
dismantling of our Nation’s sacred documents, 
the Declaration of Independence, state and 
national constitutions and our Bill of Rights, an 
epoch of constant hostility' has developed in this 
century between the people and government. 

Therefore we believe that State rights and 
the separation of powers are in dire danger from 
the continued growth of the federal government. 
In the process of this growth, the state 
government becomes subject to federal dictates; 
thus both governments extend beyond their 
lawful jurisdiction leaving the good people 


helpless in a sea of rules and regulations that 
violate lex non scripta (common law). Below 
you will find listed in brevity a sample of 
activities undertaken by a runaway government. 

■ In March, 1933, President Roosevelt 
issued Proclamations 2039 and 2040 and 
thereby declared a state of emergency, thus 
suspending the law of the land, our constitution, 
and subjugating every American to emergency 
rule. "...Under the powers delegated to me by 
these statutes the president may seize property, 
organize and control the means of production, 
seize commodities, assign military forces 
abroad, institute martial law, seize and control 
all transportation and communication, regulate 
the operation of private enterprise, restrict 
travel, and, in a plethora of particular ways, 
control the lives of all American citizens." 
(Senate Report 93-549 issued in 1973) Thus as 
the Senate's own investigation makes apparent 
the American people have been declared the 
enemy. 

■ In 1961 the State Department issued 
Publication 7277, The United States Program 
for General and Complete Disarmament in a 
Peaceful World , a document which outlines the 
plan to completely disarm and disband all U S. 
military forces in favor of a United Nations 
standing army. 

■ In 1968, as Americans were dying in 

Vietnam supposedly in defense of freedom, 
Congress passed the Gun Control Act. 
"According to Jews for the Preservation of 
Firearms Ownership evidence strongly suggest 
that the late Senator Thomas J. Dodd personally 
implanted the Nazi Weapons law into United 
States Legislation." ( Guns and Ammo , May, 
1990, 30) Not surprisingly this is in harmony 
with another totalitarian plan, the Communist 
Rules for Revolution (#8): "Cause the 

registration and licensing of all firearms on 
some pretext, with a view to confiscating them 
and leaving the population helpless and 
hopeless." 

■ On Feb. 12, 1972, Pres. Richard Nixon 
signed Executive Order 11649 which divided 
the U S. into ten regions ( Federal Register, 
Vol. 37, 30), in direct violation of Art. 4, Sec. 4 
which guarantees "every State in this Union a 
Republican Form of Government." 

■ In Pah sr vs. Gerald Ford, Pres, of the 
U.S., Judge Norman Black stated in respect to 
Operation Cable Splicer and its subsidiary plan 
Operation Garden Plot, "What I have seen so 
far from your offer of proof indicates to me that 
there is no question but there exists a program 
for the internment of prisoners of war and 
civilian internees. I don't think there is any 
question." (District Court of the U.S. for the 
Southern District of Texas, Houston Div., case 
#76-H667) 

■ The Omnibus Crime Control Act, Sect. 
5108, leaves the door open for UN 
"peacekeeping" forces on U.S. soil. The San 
Francisco Chronicle is all ready beating the 


drums: "Next Hot Spot for United Nations-the 
United States" (Oct. 7, 1993) 

■ The Houston Chronicle of May 1, 1991, 
reported that German troops were set to 
establish a militaiy base in the U.S. at a site 83 
miles north of El Paso. -That is now a reality; in 
1 996 Germany took over Holloman AFB, New 
Mexico. 

■ In a story titled "The Dis-united States": 
the Los £ngeles Times of Aug. 25, 1992, 
reported how the U.S. will be divided into 
different governmental regions. 

■ On August 26, 1992, the Topeka Journal 
reported, "Kansas to Train Russian Cops". 
Governor Joan Finney said, "Eight to ten police 
officers will be coming to Kansas for classes at 
the Kansas Law Enforcement Center." 

■ The Wall Street Journal, Sept. 24, 1992, 
showed the erasing of the border between the 
U.S. and Canada. 

■ President Bush stated, "The US is 
prepared to make available our bases and 
facilities for multi-national training and field 
exercises." (Washington Times, Sept. 2, 
1 992)~One such base is Fort Dix. 

■ The murderous attacks in 1992 and 1993 
by U.S. Marshals, BATF and FBI agents on 
peaceable Americans at Ruby Ridge and Waco 
well illustrate the mentality and criminality of 
the Federal police. 

■ On May 10, 1993, United States Marines 
were given a questionnaire at their base in 
Twenty Nine Palms, commanded by General 
Russsell H. Sutton. They were asked their 
opinion on the statement: "I would fire upon 
U.S. citizens who refuse or resist confiscation of 
firearms banned by the U.S. government." 

* On May 3, 1995, Pres. Bill Clinton signed 
"Presidential Decision Directive #25" which 
turned U.S. forces over to UN command for 
"operations authorized by the Security 
Council"-in violation of Art.. II, Sec. 2, which 
states that "The President shall be Commander 
in Chief of the Army and Navy of the United 
States." 

■ Throughout the 1990s the military has 
been invading U.S. towns and cities in training 
exercises. Yuma, Arizona, Detroit (live 
ammunition was used), Pittsburgh and Fort 
Lauderdale have all been targeted.

TESTIMONY OF JOHN PAFF 
BEFORE THE NJ LEGISLATURE 

[Note: On March 14* 1996* John Paff of 
Forfeiture Endangers American Rights (FEAR), 
delivered the following statement before the 
New Jersey Senate Law and Public Safety 
Committee concerning the dangers and abuse of 
forfeiture laws here in New Jersey.] 

Citizens who have been following the 
Bergen Record stories by Michael Moore are 
aware that prosecutors have been spending the 


public's forfeiture money on such extravagances 
as golf outings and lavish Atlantic City 
conventions complete with appearances by 
Marvlyn Monroe look-alikes and a reception by 
Mr. Peanut. 

More recently, Record readers learned that 
the Attorney General herself has been 
disbursing large stuns of forfeited cash in 
violation of her own offices guidelines. This is 
the same Attorney General who, on December 
11, 1995, sent representatives before this 
committee to testify that her most recent set of 
guidelines would really put a stop to the 
"perceived" abuses of forfeiture funds. 

It is not reasonable, in my view, for this 
committee to expect the very law enforcement 
agencies that benefit from forfeiture funds to 
establish the rules and guidelines under which 
the money is spent and accounted for. Nor 
should the committee be surprised that there is 
so much abuse of this money. 

The legislature has created a statutory 
scheme that permits prosecutors to forfeit 
money 7 and property without requiring them to 
convict property owners of any crime. This 
statute is quite direct on this point. It (N.J.S. 
2C:64-4(b) states: "The fact that a prosecution 
involving seized property 7 terminates without 
conviction does not preclude forfeiture 
proceedings against the property pursuant to 
this chapter." 

In other words, the statute lets prosecutors 
confiscate the property of parties who have not 
been found guilty of any wrong doing. 

Then, the same statute directs the forfeited 
money and property into the operating accounts 
of the prosecuting agencies who pursued the 
forfeiture, and provides for the money to be 
split with local law enforcement agencies that 
assisted in the forfeiture effort. 

So, the way it is set up, police and 
prosecutors are allowed, in effect, to keep what 
they 7 confiscate. Perhaps it's just me, but I don't 
find it at all surprising that this system is being 
abused. 

Nor do I find it surprising that law 
enforcement representatives are trying to 
convince this committee to day to preserve the 
status quo. In short, the Legislature would have 
been hard pressed to create a system more prone 
to abuse. 

So now, we're wondering what can be done. 

In my view, the solution is to repeal Title 
2C, Chapter 64 the civil in rem forfeiture law 
and replace it with a criminal forfeiture law. 
Such would do away with the ridiculous legal 
fiction that the property itself, as opposed to its 
owner, is the wrongdoer. Under a criminal 
forfeiture law, defendants would receive the full 
bundle of protections afforded under the state 
and federal constitutions. These include 
indictment, trial by jury, state's burden of 
proving guilt beyond a reasonable doubt— none 
of which are available to property owners under 
the current system. 


Also, the proceeds under a criminal 
forfeiture statute could go to the general 
treasury 7 instead of the prosecutor's operating 
account. Such would abate the bounty hunter 
mentality that currently infects our law 
enforcement community. If the funds were to go 
mto the general treasury, law enforcement, just 
like every other government agency, would need 
to justify its appropriation. This would allow 
elected officials, rather that law enforcement 
itself, to decide how much money police and 
prosecuting agencies need. 

Also, it would tend to reduce, or hopefully 
eliminate, the truly shameful practice of 
prosecutors conditioning lighter criminal 
sentences upon a defendant's willingness to 
forfeit his assets. Under this practice, those 
defendants with assets to sacrifice are able to 
buy 7 themselves a better plea-deal than those 
who don't. 

This particular horror was* first exposed in 
an October, 1992, New Jersey Law Journal 
article by Burlington County Assignment Judge 
Martin Haines, and was raised as an issue by 
Chairman Kosco at the December 1 1th hearing. 
Lest anyone think that the examples Judge 
Haines pointed out are an anomaly, I have 
located two more examples of this abuse. One 
occurred in Middlesex County and the other in 
Somerset County. I have attached 
documentation of them to my written testimony. 

Finally , I ask the committee, and everyone 
else in this room, not to mistake law 
enforcement's enthusiasm and zeal for the 
forfeiture law as having anything to do with a 
desire on their part to promote the public 
interest. Forfeiture to them is nothing more than 
a lucrative revenue-generating vehicle in which 
they’ have a vested interest. Given their financial 
interest, I would ask this committee to be 
suspicious of their motives and deeply discount 
the claims they make today.
